YACHT SINKS AND 

THREE PERSON'S DROWN. 


Two of These Lost Were Engaged To

Chicago, Oct. 10.—A sole aurviver of 
a yachting party of four Chicagoans, 
Haxry Gray, clinging to a spar, was 
rescued in a dying condition half a 
nvile from shore to-day. Gray became 
unconscious shortly after being found. 
Before losing consciousness he stated 
that his sister and two male compan¬ 
ion who went sailing with him last 
evening had been drowned. While at¬ 
tempting to make the harbor in a 
heavy gale the yacht sprang a leak anti 
quickly sank. 

The dead are Walter Kennedy, Don¬ 
ald Campbell and Nellie Gray.

KILLS HIS CHILCREN 

AND ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 


Lexington. Ky.. Oct. 10.—[Special.]— 
Following the sensational affidavit read 
In court this morning which resulted in 
the removal of William M. Irvine as a 
member of the grand Jury investigating 
the attempted poisoning of the Mulli¬ 
gan family, James H. Mulligan this 
afternoon gave out a signed statement 
for publication in reference to the af¬ 
fair. This Is the first time that Mr. Mul¬ 
ligan has made any statement whatever 
of a public nature. In the outset he 
say* that he has suffered a great deal 
of agony as the result of the wholesale 
attempt to slaughter hi* wife and fam¬ 
ily. He says that his fi^-st thought was 
to hush the matter up, And at any rea¬ 
sonable sacrifice bury It In oblivion. 
With this end In view' he consulted hie 
attorneys. 

Mr. Mulligan aays that he soon found 
that such was a mistaken attitude, 
owing to the great notoriety given the 
affair by publication In the newspapers. 
He says now he wants the case sifted 
to the very bottom. He refutes any In¬ 
timation that his wife was Implicated 


sensible that much of the sensational 
matter appearing dn the newspapers was 
unfair and unjust. I haw now reached 
ft point where my silence might be still 
rurthor adroitly misconstrued, and am 
only moved to this dlHasieful intrusion 
on the public patience, that I may pro- 
teat ngadnts the characteristic and mon¬ 
strous attempt. When. through mere 
chance and Providence escape from the 
premeditated murder of a mother and her 
cm.'lren was secured. It Is now sought to 
nt-ap the blame for a fa.lune to be mur¬ 
dered upon the intended victim.

Asked For Irvine’s Dismissal. 

James H. Mulligan appeared in the 
Circuit Court this morning and filed an 
affidavit asking that William M. Irvine 
be discharged from the grand Jury, on 
the ground that he Is wholly unfit to 
investigate the mystery surrounding the 
attempt to poison the Mulligan family. 
Tire reading of the affidavit by Mr. 
Mulligan created a profound sensation 
in the court room, and showed the end 
to Wbhh Mr. Mulligan intended to carry 
the investigation As soon as Judge 
Mulligan had finished reading the affi¬ 
davit Judg* Watts Parker sent for 
Commonwealth’s Attorney John H. Al¬ 
len nnd stated to him the allegations 
contained in the affidavit, and then or¬ 
dered thq grand Jury and the records in 
the case brought into court. , 

Grand Juror Irvine was accused of 
being prejudiced in the case because he 
had made senret investigations Into it 
before the matter was presented to the 
grand jury. He was accused of having 
gone to ihe home of Leu'ln MltchelJ 
and of holding conversations with the 
wife and mother of Mitchell. When 
questioned by the court. Juror Irvine 
said that he had had a talk with Mitch¬ 
ell’s mother, hut that all the investiga¬ 
tion he had rmtde and the Information 
rought hod been for the purpose of be¬ 
coming familiar with both sides of the 
case. 

At this juncture Comr non wealth’s At¬ 
torney Allen introduced Lou Mitchell, 
mother of the negro, Lewis Mitchell, 
and she said that Mr. Irvine had come 
to her house investigating the case, 
and that he had expressed himself as 
being confident that some other than 
her son, Lewis Mitchell, was guilty, 
and that he would spend his last dollar 
and give his right arm to prove that 
Jim Mulligan was not at the bottom of 
the plot.

STORM. 




Will Be Thirty Days Before Fruit 
Can Be Secured. 


New Orleans. Oct. 10.—[Special.]—The 
fruit steamer Beverly arrived to-day 
from Honduras and Guatemala ports 
with the first news of the terrible storm 
that swept the Honduras coast, leaving 
wreck and ruin In Its wake. The Bev¬ 
erly could not get a cargo of bananas 
and came In light 

The storm hit the Honduras coast 
Septemt*er 29 and lasted three days and 
night*. It was cyclonic in It* force, 
blowing eighty miles an hour, and was 
accompanied by cloudburst*. Puerto 
Cortez suffered great damage. The 
Honduras coast was wrecked from 
Cortez to CeJba. The Hondufas rail¬ 
road was washed away In many places, 
there being a number of nvountaln 
slide*. It will not operate for over thir¬ 
ty days. Six ships of the John B. 
Cefalu line are at Puerto Cortez unable 
to get cargoes. 

The banana crop at Omoa I* ruined. 
It Is estimated that no fruit will be se. 
cured from Honduras for thirty day* 
and that the output, which has been 
400,000 bunches per month, will be re¬ 
duced 50 per cent, for eight months. No 
Interior malls had arrived%t any coast 
points, indicating that tbe Interior had 
suffered quite ne much as the coast.

PRESIDENT APPOINTS HIM AS 
POSTMASTER GENERAL. 


HE WILL SERVE TEMPORARILY. 


Thought That He Will Be Succeeded 
By Chairman Cortelyou About 
January 1 .

Washington, Oct. 10. — President 
Roosevelt to-day announced the ap¬ 
pointment of Robert J. Wynne, acting 
Postmaster General, as Postmaster 
General. 

By appointment Mr. Wynne called at 
the White House at 1:30 p ; in. He then 
received from the President himself 
formal notification of his appointment 
as Postmaster General. He was a guest 
of the President and Mrs. Roosevelt at 
luncheon. 

• • 4 

Appointment Not a Surprise. 


The appointment ot Mr. Wynne as 
a merpber of the President's Cabinet 
was not unexpected by those In close 
touch with the situation. It was known 
that. In the event of Mr. Payne’s (fceath. 
the President would designate Mr. 
Wynne as acting Postmaster General 
because of his familiarity as First As¬ 
sistant Postmaster General, with the 
affairs of the department. Two dayk 
after the death of Mr. Payne the Presi¬ 
dent so designated Mr. Wynne and to 
those of his friends to whom he talked 
confidentially of the subject he Indi¬ 
cated hie intention, if there should be 
no change In th? situation, of naming 
hint as Postmaster General until such 
time as George Bruce Cortelyqo, chair¬ 
man of the Republican National Com¬ 
mittee, could nrrange his affairs so as 
to assume the duties of Postmaster 
General. 

• • • 

Urged Postal investigation. 

Mr. Wvnne had not been In the of¬ 
fice of * the First Assistant many 
months before he became convinced 
that some of the affairs of the depart¬ 
ment were not being conducted hon¬ 
estly. Refore he had entered official 
life he had heard, as a newspaper rnan. 
rumors that all in the department was 
not as It should be. but the rumors 
were Intangible and ill-defined. Quietly 
he set about to determine for himself 
what foundation there was for the 
charges. Investigation convinced him 
that conspiracy to defraud the Govern¬ 
ment was rampant in the department. 
He obtained definite information upon 
the matter. This he laid before Post¬ 
master General Payne and the Presi¬ 
dent. He was so positive of the ac¬ 
curacy of the Information that he In¬ 
sisted* that an investigation should be 
made, nt least of his own bureau, as It 
was there he had made his discoveries. 
After a cursory Inquiry, the President 
and Mr. Payne decided to net upon Mr. 
Wynne's recommendation and order an 
investigation. The result of that In¬ 
quiry now Is a matter of record. It has 
passed from the hands of the depart¬ 
ment officials and Is before the courts 
for adjudication. 

• • • 

Appointment Temporary. 

How long Mr. Wynne may continue 
as Postmaster General has not been de¬ 
termined. Beyond tl^ statement that 
the appointment is t«*nporary in char¬ 
acter nothing is known. The probabil¬ 
ity Is that he will be succeeded by Mr. 
Cortelyou about January 1. 

At present it Is not believed that a 
successor to Mr. Wynne ns first as¬ 
sistant will be appointed. He will con¬ 
tinue to direct the business of that 
bureau with the assistance of officials 
now In the deportment. When Mr. 
Cortelyou assumes the duties of Post¬ 
master General Mr. Wynne again will 
undertake the business of the office of 
First Assistant Postmaster General.

It was sug¬ 
gested that the oath be taken at the 
White House, but Mr. Wynne wanted 
the oath administered by Mr. Howley. 
who already had asked for the privil¬ 
ege. and that plan was carried on*.

Appalling Revelations. 

We begin to-day the publication of a 
series of papers on the Panama Canal 
from the pen of Senator John T. Mor¬ 
gan. of Alabama, addressed to the Edi¬ 
tor of the Courier-Journal and embra¬ 
cing a 'i history of the Isthmlari Water¬ 
way .contention from the beginning to 
the present time. 

They throw a flood of light upon the 
darkest Chapter in all our International 
relations. 

The thoughtful American who reads 
them may trace step by step how the 
Transcontinental Railway Trust for 
twenty-five years defeated all efforts 
to Interfere with its monopoly means 
of a XSanal between the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans; how, unable to further 
Impede the idea of a canal. It played 
the Panama Route against the Nlcarau- 
gua Route; and how. finally, the Gov¬ 
ernment of the United States was 
mulcted Fifty Millions in purchase 
money and many hundreds of millions 
In obligations incident thereto, all un¬ 
der the mysterious power of a Ring of 
Parisian Stock Gamblers, either In com- 
mo^ cause with the Transcontinental 
Railway Trust, or else outbidding and 
outwitting it. 

The story Is shocking In the last de¬ 
gree. But the part played In It by the 
Administration of Theodore Roosevelt 
was infamous in the last degree. Fifty 
millions is a great sum of money. For¬ 
ty of these fifty millions went 
to a group of French capital 
lsts who bought the debris of 
the De Lesseps Company as a spec¬ 
ulation. That is, they’ bought & wreck 
to sell it to the United States. They 
did sell It, and their profit was not less 
than twenty millions—some say twen¬ 
ty-six, or twenty-eight millions. But 
this was not all. iThey set up in Pan¬ 
ama a lot of dummies, through these 
seceded Panama from Colombia, estab 
Ilshed what theycalled a Republic, and 
got ten millions more for this, their 
own creation, from the United States 
through the connivance and agency of 
Theodore Roosevelt. In other words, 
they financed a Job of the very vilest. 
Theodore Roosevelt first winked at it. 
then recognized It, and has since pro¬ 
tected it with armed force, paying to It 
out of the Treasury ten millions of dol¬ 
lars. The w'hole business was a steal 
% from start to finish. 

Its Chief Manager was on attorney 
by the name at William Nelson Crom 
well. Its Intermediary was one PWtlp 
Buneau Varllia. Cromwell pocketed 
millions. Varilla rr masqueraded alter- 
xrate'ly as an Engineer of the Canal and 
as Fiscal Agent of the Company. Then 
he turned up a» Ambassador from the 
Republic of Panama. Now he Is en 
Joyhvg the fruits of iris pillage In Paris 
Cromwell and Varilla alone were able 
to sub©' rlbe a million of dollars to the 


cause certain Republicans, with Mr. 
Blaine at their head, dared not put such 
power in Gen. Grunt's hands. Although 
the Republicans stole Ihe Presidency 
two years later, it came to them so 
handicapped that they were obliged to 
get down from the high horse they 
had been riding and hedge a little. One 
of the last acts of Gen. Grant, before he 
went out of office, was to withdraw tho 
troops from the South. The carpetbag 
Governments could not at And without 
the troops. So Hayes let the carpet¬ 
baggers go. 

In 18S6, Cleveland came In. The course 
of party absolutism was arrested. It was 
again held up by the election of 1892. 
Although nothing was accomplished by 
either of the Cleveland Administra¬ 
tions other than a transfer of the pa¬ 
tronage from one party to the other, 
they were beneficent Interludes to 
the single-party Idea. They signalized 
the jfower of t^e people to change the 
political complexion of their Govern¬ 
ment by the ordinary prycess of elec¬ 
tion. They served warning upon the Re¬ 
publicans that they did no»t own the 
earth. They were illustrations of the 
Democratic principle. If the Force Bill 
had passed? If Gen. Grant had got a 
Third Term? If there had continued an 
unbroken line of Republican Presi¬ 
dents? What then? 

In the trial of forces I timed lately be¬ 
fore us the people have the opportunity 
to make a third exhibition of the same/ 
kind. If they, avail themselves of the 
opportunity we shall have four years 
at least of tranquillity at home and 
abroad. We shall take a look at the 
books, stop the leaks, suspend the au¬ 
tocracy having its source In the WhKe 
House and rerting on a clique of Gray 
Wolves in the Senate and on the Speak¬ 
er, and his Committee on Rules in the 
House, revitalize both Parliamentary 
Government and the Reign of Law, and 
thus Checking the tendencies* of absolu¬ 
tism, we shall preserve the even tenor 
of our way, achieving such practical 
Reforms as may from time to time 
seem to be wise and fit. 

We need a man in the Chief Magis¬ 
tracy who is a Magistrate, and not a 
Mountebank. We need a Just and sensi¬ 
ble man, riot a theorizing experimen¬ 
talist. In every respect Judge Parker 
realizes the Magistrate. In every re¬ 
spect Theodore Roosevelt embodies the 
Mountebank. 

Immoderate in everything, the Re¬ 
publican organs distort the reasonable 
plea of conservative men against the 
retention of such a man as Theodore 
Roosevelt at the head of affairs. Into a 
prediction of crowns and scepters and 
dungeons and the like, refusing to 
discuss the Issues of the campaign on 
their merits, or to allow any criticism 
of their idol. We specify his disregard 
of the law. “Oh.” they say, “you call¬ 
ed him a pirate.” We trace his sinister 
character 'through hts writings. “But,” 
they say, “you called him a pirate.” 
Wo show the dangers of party abso¬ 
lutism, the selfish tyranny of personal 
ambition, the menace of foreign compli¬ 
cation and domestic corruption incident 
to a dynasty encrusted in rower and 
illustrated by examples some of them 
startling In character, and the chorus 
repeats, “but you called him a pirate. 

Because Theodore Roosevelt Is a man 
of good moral character, well-born and 
well-educated, the men around him, his 
official servants, and their newspaper 
organs, assume for him every excel¬ 
lence. They forget that there 
other vices than those of drunk¬ 
enness, lechery and profanity. A 
man may be a decorous man, 
yet a mean and brutal man; ht 
may wear the cloak of religion, yet be 
rapacious, cruel and unclean. Some of 
the most worthy men In domestic life 
have shown themselves most grasping 
and vicious In their relations to the 
State. May a man not be decent and 
selfish? May he not be decorous and 
dangerous? 

We Judge Mr. Roosevelt by his writ¬ 
ing and his official conduct. Hl$ writ¬ 
ing shows us a self-confident, supercll 
ious Iconoclast. The vengeful spirit 
which led him first to wrong and then 
to Insult an old man like Jefferson 
Davis, shows through every printed 
page of his voluminous productivity. It 
is not alone that his Judgment is faulty, 
but that his spirit Is niggardly. He 
claims everything for himself, gives 
nothing, allows nothing, to anybody 
else. He assails whole classes aa well 
as Individual men. Yet, his composi¬ 
tion is equally inconsistent and illogical. 
He began a Free Trader, to end a High 
Protectionist. He built himself up as a 


shameless spoilsman. Do these things 
mean nothing? How can any upright, 
thoughtful American respect or admire 
such a man? 

But. his conduct In office has been 
both brutal and reckless. Why do not 
some of his organs defend his treat¬ 
ment of Miles? Why are they so per¬ 
sistently Jdlent as to his treatment of 
Dewey and Schley? 

^ The Panama business was a villainy 
from start to finish. Why do not some 
of the newspapers which are abusing 
us defend it? Forty millions taken 
from the Treasury to be given to a 
syndicate of Parisian Stock Gamblers. 
Ten millions more to a group of ptool- 
plgeons on the Isthmus set up by these 
Stock Gamblers. A solemn treaty 
trampled under foot.

The 
whole beastly swindle as transparent 
as the day; horrible, Infamous; and the 
man who has put this disgrace upon 
us, can do no wrong!

Chop Logic. 

The Democratic national platform 
alludes to protection as robbery be¬ 
cause It taxes one man for the benefit 
of another. In saying this the plat¬ 
form makers went no farther than did 
Justice Miller, years ago a Republican 
member of the United States Supreme 
Court, who said that seizing the earn¬ 
ings of one man to bestow them upon 
another was no less robbery because 
it was done In the nam^ of taxation. 
It Is quite true that he was not then 
speaking of the tariff, but he was 
speaking of taxation for private pur¬ 
poses, and that is what protection 
assuredly is. The Republicans used to 
say that the Democrats follow them 
and pitch their camp one night where 
the Republicans encamped tho night 
before. This Is not generally true, but 
In describing taxation for private pur¬ 
pose as robbery the Democrats are but 
following the lead of the greatest Re¬ 
publican Jurist that ever sat on the 
bench of the Supreme Court. 

The arguments by which Republicans 
endeavor to support the protectionism 
of the Dingley tariff are of a peculiar 
character/ One of them begins by 
pointing out the Increase In the de¬ 
posits of savings banks that has ta\cen 
place in ten years. It Is immaterial 
whether the amount ts correctly stated, 
for ascribing the Increase to protection 
is wholly unwarranted. It is said. In¬ 
deed, that seven years of the ten were 
under protective tariffs, but it is not 
shown how much the amount Increased 
In the seven years. But why was It 
not said that the whole ten years were 
under protective tariffs? When busi¬ 
ness revived in 18$5 the Republican or¬ 
gans discovered that the tariff act of 
1894 was a distinctly protective mea¬ 
sure, and they said that the revival of 
business was due to that circumstance. 
They had previously denounced It as a 
law for the upbuilding of trusts. JJ, is 
true that the act of 1894 was protective, 
and it was so stated at the time. It 
was accepted as the best that could be 
had In view of the differences between 
the House and Senate, but that Is im¬ 
material. The whole period of ten 
years, from 1894 to 1904, was under 
protective tariffs, but what had that 
to do with the question whether any¬ 
body had been robbed?* If money is 
transferred from one man to another 
the man who gets it can deposit It J^st 
as well as the roan who earned It. But 
the truth Is the deposits in savings 
banks have been Increasing from year 
to year, with the growth of population. 
That these deposits are all the earnings 
of men who work in factories whose 
products are protected by tho tariff is 
knowt^ not to be true. It is also known 
that many of the deposits are not the 
earnings of laboring men at all as that 
expression Is commonly understood. 
When business is good earnings In¬ 
crease and deposits In the savings 
banks Increase with them. But neither 
business prosperity nor bank deposits 
are dependent on high taxation. We 
have business depression and business 
prosperity under high tariffs and low’ 
tariffs, under Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic administrations. The statement 
that the accession of the Democratic 
pnrtj’ to power has always been fol¬ 
lowed by adversity is an impudent 
falsehood, both in its terms and in the 
inference that is Intended. 

It ia further argued that under the 
Dingley tariff our exports of manufac¬ 
tures increased. So they did under the 
Wilson tariff. But what has that got 
to do with It? It has this to do with it: 
The theory of the Dingley bill is that 
our manufacturers cannot compete 
with foreigners unless they are protect¬ 
ed by a tariff which averages 50 per 
cent. , but which In some cases rises 
above 400 per cent. Mr. John Sharp 
Williams tells us how he was sat down 
on in committee wiien he proposed to 
reduce all tariff rates to not exceeding 
400 per cent. That stamped him as a 
free trader, and the Republican ma¬ 
jority said. In effect, that if a tariff ex¬ 
ceeding 400'per cent, is robbery, it is 
the very fort of robbery whicty they 
need in their business of getting cam¬ 
paign contributions from the trusts. 


tures have increased under the Dingley 
law. it shows that these protected man¬ 
ufacturers who are exporting are uble 
to compete with all other nations In the 
markets of the world, and ro do not 
need any protection at home from those 
whom they undersell abroad. The pro¬ 
tection which they get at home, there¬ 
fore, Is a shelter for monopoly, in¬ 
tended to enable them to rob the do¬ 
mestic consumer, and this is the sort of 
legislation w’hich Justice Miller de¬ 
nounced as no less robbery because It Is 
done in the name of taxation. 

It is also argued that Southern cot¬ 
ton mllhf have increased their output, 
and the implication is that this is on 
account of the Dingley law’. But the 
product of the Southern cotton mills is 
largely exported and cold In the mar¬ 
kets of the world, in competition not 
only with the products of all other 
countries, but also with those of New 
England, which enjoy the same protec¬ 
tion as the Southern mills. And the 
New England mill owners have been 
clamoring for protection from the 
Southern mills by asking for such legis¬ 
lation from the Federal Government as 
will neutralize the advantages of the 
Southern mills in foreign markets. It 
is a sublime exhibition of Impudence 
to cite the prosperity of these Southern 
mills a a a proof of the good effects of 
protection, when many thousands of 
laborers In this industry are Idle in 
New England, and have been for 
months. 

But there is no other way to defend 
the infamies of the Dingley tariff. That 
it is Indefensible ie shown by the re¬ 
fusal of its supporters to allow it to be 
discussed when they can prevent it. 
Their only defense is to attribute to It 
the wealth and prosperity which come 
from the bounty of a benign Providence 
and the Industry and economy of the 
people. The fact that much of the 
wealth is diverted by unjust laws froyi 
the people who earned it is kept in the 
backgrou n d. 

The War Situation. 

The eagTemeeB with whiefo the war 
new# has been awaited and read from 
the beglmnirg of hostilities between the 
Japanese and Russian forces has be¬ 
come very much dulled w’ithln the lart 
few’ weeks from the 'Inactivity of the 
opposing armies. 

The lull which has ensued since the 
bloody series of batles temanating in 
the occupation of L'ao Yang fc* ta&y of 
exploration-. Physical endurance has a 
Rmlt In war which no competent Gen¬ 
eral can disregard with Impunity. The 
Japanese, who have so conspicuously 
displayed their aggressive spirit in the 
Initiation of the campaign and the 
mtcceedve encroachments upon the en¬ 
emy's territory, have yet observed a 
conservative cauDlon In not pressing 
forward too rashly against the defen¬ 
sive positions successively taken by 
their adversaries. The highert proof of 
their military efficiency’ is that wrhlle 
they have evinced the courage to make 
direct assault upon positions necessary 
for their further success, their progress 
into ’the interior of Manchuria has 
been won quite as much by skillful 
strategy’ a* by face to face conflict. 
With the strong natural ad vantages erf 
position for defense -increased by fcrtl- 
floation and intrenchmem t^ie portion 
of Manchuria north of the Liao Yang 
perrtneula could not have been wrested 
from the Russians except for the flank¬ 
ing process which compelled the latter 
to retire from their ©ucces.-ive lines of 
defense, until finally forced to retreat 
north from Uao Lang. Once they 
they were safely at Mukden and 
in possession of even stronger 
defensive positions than they had 
given up, the same conditions 
as regards further aggressive move¬ 
ments confronted Gen. Kuroki as were 
presented prior t» the last battles. 
They were, however, intensified by his 
greater distance from his base of sup¬ 
ply. the necessity of reopening his 
line of communication and the more 
mountainous features of the country', 
affording In easily fcrtlfled pa«sej bet¬ 
ter security from a renewal of the 
flunking process. 

Until within the past few days the 
indications from the meager new’s re¬ 
ceived were that Gen. Kuroki, who had 
his army deployed chiefly to the east¬ 
ward of the railroad, about twenty 
miles south of Mukden, was gradually 
advancing his light wing with a view 
to flanking Mukden, if, Indeed, he did 
not contemplate an effort to envelope 
that placo with both wings. Now the 
news comes from St. Petersburg that 
Gfen. Kuropatkln has determined upon 
an aggressive campaign, having issued 
a long address to his army, and that 
there lias been actual collision at sev¬ 
eral points between the advance guards 
of t^ie two armies. It is even stated 
that Benuiapurtae, which lias for some 
time been occupied by the extreme 
right of Gen. Kurokl's army, has been 
tAken by the Russians. This indicates 
that Gen. Kuroki has changed his pol¬ 
icy to meet that of his adversary, and 
Is contracting his lines for a better de¬ 
fensive position. If these reports are 
true it may not be long before there 
will be a renewal of the struggle, and 
we shall have the opportunity of seeing 
how the two combatants will bear 
themselves In their reverse relations. 
Under such conditions, unless Gen. Ku- 
ropatkin has been very heavily re-en¬ 
forced by effective troops, the position 
of Gen. Kuroki will likely be a de¬ 
fensive-offensive, one, and upon the 
first opportunity he will make further 
exhibition of his flanking strategy upon 
one or the other wings of his opponent. 
Should the Russians greatly outnum¬ 
ber the Japanese and the latter con¬ 
clude to stand strictly on the defensive, 
it will be hazardous for Gen. Kuroki to 
risk a battle on the north side of Liao 
Yang with the river In his rear. These 
are, however, but speculations as to 
possibilities which will soon be solved 
by actual results if the opposing ar- 
'Jhles have aligned themselves for ac-

Like Words of Holy Writ. , 

Disinterestedness, unadulterated pa¬ 
triotism, could go no farther, nor show 
more vividly, than they do go and do 
show in the letter of Carl Schurz to the 
Club of New York Independants, sup¬ 
porting Judge Parker because he repre¬ 
sents safety and peace as against Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt, the representative of all 
thoi is sinister and dangerous in our 
public life. Whether we agree with Mr. 
Schurz, or disagree with him, we are 
bound to concede his pow er. He stands 
first among the German-Americans; 
and, in the present crisis, no class of 
our citizens ought to be better able to 
realize the true Issue of the contest. His 
words sre golden. These of them read 
like Holy Writ; 

“Fifty years of political study and ex¬ 
perience in this country have convinced 
mo that if the AmeMcan people mean to 
preserve the blessings of their free in¬ 
stitutions, they must always keep in view 
certain truths. 

“The Government of this republic 
must be a government of law. not a gov¬ 
ernment of adventuro. 

“It must be a Government for tho gen¬ 
eral benefit, not a Government of favor 
for the promotion of special interests. 

“It must be a Government not perma¬ 
nently controlled by one political party, 
but by different parties alternating in the 
possession of power. 

“There never was a political party in a 
democracy, however virtuous it may have 
been at the start, that was not by long 
possession of power more or leas corrupt¬ 
ed and made arrogant and arbitrary. 

'The things most dangerous to this re¬ 
public are excessive party spirit, corrup¬ 
tion and false patriotism, which Is an¬ 
other name for national vanity, or greed 
under the guise of national pride. 

•The party spirit which regards party 
success not merely as a means to a higher 
end, but ns the end itself, and which puts 
abject obedience to party behest above 
the moral law and the dictates of con¬ 
science, will, If It prevails, inevitably de¬ 
stroy the vitality of free Institutions. 

“Whatever Induces people to look to the 
Government for favors to advance their 
material fortunes. Instead of relying upon 
their own Independent energies, will tend 
to deteriorate the popular character. 

“Of all agencies of corruption the farth¬ 
est reaching and the most generally de¬ 
moralizing is a system of policy by w’hich 
the Government deals out benefits of pe¬ 
cuniary value to special interests, thos© 
favored Interests then to support by pe¬ 
cuniary aid the party controlling the Gov¬ 
ernment. This is corruption organized on 
a national scale. 

“A democracy working through univer¬ 
sal suffrage cannot hiv© too many con¬ 
servative Influences of high authority to 
guide popular sentiments and to protect 
it against misleading seductions. In this 
republic the highest conservative influence 
consists in the traditional veneration by 
the people of the principles which Justi¬ 
fied our existence os an independent na¬ 
tion. and of the ideals for the gradual 
realization of which the republic w-as 
founded. In the same measure that we 
loso this conservative Influence of that 
tradition, the republic will become a prey 
to disorderly passions, unprincipled greed, 
and reckless demagogy.” 


Saturday. Chicago day at the World's 
Fair, was celebrated with more than 
usual enthusiasm and display. Fifty 
thousand citizens of Chicago partici¬ 
pated in the ceremonies and the people 
of St. Louis attested by their presence 
in large numbers the cordiality of their 
welcome. The addresses of President 
Francis. Mayor Wells, of St. Louis, and 
Mayor Harrison, of Chicago, were full 
of the moat pleasing amenities. The 
St. Louis speakers, In extending the 
hand of welcome to their neighboring 
city, dwelt upon the warm friendship 
which had existed between them, 
with the hope that It would long 
continue. Mayor Harrison said that 
Chicago in coming with such evidence 
of hearty good will tvas but paying a 
debt long due for the generosity and 
good will of St. Louis, which, when 
Chicago was fire-swept, was the first 
to tender help and sympathy, and that 
wjien she proposed her World's Fair 
was foremost Jn patronizing and adver¬ 
tising it. The whole affair was thor¬ 
oughly Western In its heartiness and 
freedom^ from formality, and evinced 
a fraternal spirit well worthy of imi¬ 
tation by other cities intent on their 
own progress. 

An old estimate that 95 percent of men 
who engage in business fall has been 
called In question. Dun's Commercial 
Agency was recently asked as to its 
truth, and its statisticians instituted aji 
investigation of failure© from 1857 to 
the present time, with the result that 
they find that out of 100 business men 
one falls every year. From this a con¬ 
temporary rashly Infers that the per¬ 
centage of failures is not over 5 per 
cent., which seem* to be going to 
the other extreme. The old estimate 
was, not that 95 per cent, fall every 
year, but sooner or later. But at the 
rate of one & year out of every hun¬ 
dred 95 per cent, of failures would re¬ 
quire ninety-five years of busine.se life, 
which is evidently much too high. The 
percentage of failure.* would appear to 
be one multiplied by the average period 
of business activity, whatever that 
may Jbe. 

'The war between Russia and Ja 
pan,” complains a Republican contem¬ 
porary, “has not made any changes 
In the map of the world. Whenever 
Uncle Sam shoulders a musket he In¬ 
variably locates some new coaling sta¬ 
tions and post-offices.” Patience, pa¬ 
tience. Give your man with a big stick 
a little time and he may yet get up 
a war that may materially Increase 
the all too limited supply of post-offices 
for the faithful.

Washington. Oct. 10.—Official notice 
was received by the Post-office Depart¬ 
ment to-day in a telegram from Dod- 
weli & Co., of Tacoma, Wash., that 
they decline to carry the United States 
malls during the remainder of the 
Russo-Japanese War on account of the 
seizure of the mails on the steamer 
Calchas, which sailed from Tacoma 
early In July. This action was taken on 
Instructions from Alfred Holt & Co., 
of Liverpool, owners of the vessel. 

The telegraphic notification protested 
agatnst thex seizure as an outrage 
against this country and asked what 
action probably would be taken by the 
Government. The withdrawal of the 
steamers operated by the bompany will 
not cause any material difference in the 
dispatch of the malls to the Orient. 
Mails were dispatched by them once a 
month and such mall as would have 
been forwarded by them will be divert¬ 
ed to oth#r lines. 

There will be six dispatches of malls 
to the Orient during October by other 
trnns-Poclfle lines. None of the com¬ 
panies is tinder contract. 

Postmaster General Wynne later con¬ 
sulted with the President regarding the 
matter. The matter was referred to 
the State Department.

VICTIM OF “GOLDEN RULE” 
WAS TOLEDO'S LATE MAYOR

fomented Mayor of Toledo, In his life¬ 
time.

Bank tellers, bookkeepers and confident 
tlal men of large (*orpora.Lkms wfto had 
taken money from their employers to spec¬ 
ulate or pay the expenses of high living 
are included In this list. 

In no Instance has It been discovered 
that any of these men ever returned to 
their evil ways, and it has been found 
that Jones never rifroelved back any of 
the money that be gave, nor did ho ex¬ 
pect It. 

Jones succeeded in keeping secret his 
practice of reforming wrongdoers In this 
manner until his death, but he had made 
private memoranda of the transaction©, 
which he hid away in his safe. Intending, 
probably, some time to destroy them. He 
was taken ill suddenly and did not have 
the opportunity to burn the written evi¬ 
dence that he was following the rule that 
h© laid down for others.

Chicago, Oct. 10.—Reckless automobile 
driving U* to be stopi^d 1 by the author¬ 
ities of iChlcago. Warned by the ap¬ 
palling increase in accidents, many of 
them fatalities, City Electrician Elli- 
cott will to-morrow take up with 
the West Park Commissioners the

There Is an explosion; the wheels of an I 
automobile come sailing through the win¬ 
dows of a modiste's shop, and, all arrayed 
In automobile trapping*, she bursts upon 
the scene Snd takes the spectators' breath 
by a spirited recital qf her adventures. 
Every ten minutes thereafter she appears 
In a different costume, sings a song m 
her own arch way and tosses off her 
quips with a saucy air. 

And, moreover, the Tanguay is spunky. 
In tho midst of her song. ’The Banjo 
Serenade,” the gallery gods last evening 
became rudq and noisy. Signaling to tho 
orchestra to cease, the aoubrette, with a 
voice trembling with indignation, ©poke a 
few ivords to the disorderly spirits. Sh©

continue her singing they should be quiet;

And there is one chantrter concep¬ 
tion of distinctive Smithian flavor, that 
of a circus strong lady who aspires to 
grand opera and w ho makes many of her 
comrmonolac© speeches in operatic recita¬ 
tive Miss Florence Morrison, who en¬ 
acts this part,\Is exactly suited tx> it in 
physique, vulco and manner; if she would 
elaborate It a bit she could lift it Into 
one of the Joy* of the performance—al¬ 
though It Is that even In its present un- 
develoj ed state. 

Mr. Kerker’s music is catchy enough, 
but it is »o poorly given by the chorus 
that little of Us merit or tunefulness is 
apparent. 

Aifd yet—and yet, if you care for an 
evening of good humor, shut your c>e* 
and ears to tho weaknesses of the per¬ 
formance .aul go to see Miss Tanguay.

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A Plain Narrative of Facts 
By Senator John T. Mor¬ 
gan, of Alabama. 


£To the Editor of the Courier-Journal.] 
I. 

The Basis of a Conspiracy. 

The compacts with Nicaragua and 
Costa Klca, signed, sealed and Inter¬ 
changed between the three Govern¬ 
ments, by the order of President Mc¬ 
Kinley, cut off the Panama Canal Com¬ 
pany from the hope of success in its 
scheme to unload Its property and Its 
concessions from Columbia upon the 
United States. 

If these wise and patriotic compacts 
had been respected by President Roose¬ 
velt, it would have saved the Spooner 
law from his contemptuous disobedi¬ 
ence. It would have saved the United 
States from dishonor. The Treasury 
would have been saved the waste of 
half the cost of the canal, and a useful 
canal, that could be navigated by sail¬ 
ing ships, would have saved incalcul¬ 
able sums to the producing, manufact¬ 
uring and commercial classes. These 
savings to the people would have come 
through competition with the transcon¬ 
tinental railroads, which will not exist 
at Panama, 

Rut the President disregarded all ex¬ 
isting conditions and all future bene¬ 
fits to the country, in his refusal to ac¬ 
cept these compacts with Costa Rica 
and Nicaragua. The reasons for this 
decision lire not to be found in the facts 
of record in any of our dealings with 
the canal question and they find no 
support in that record. 

On juige 7 of his message of January 
4 1904. he says: "The Congress has 

decided the route.*' 

This bold perversion of the plain in¬ 
tent of the Spooner law Is his only 
known plea for the selection of the 
Panama route. When this foundation 
disappears in the clear light of truth, 
the entire fabric built upon it falls. 

The real difficulty in all this transac¬ 
tion, thjit has led to all of the results 
that are unjust and derogatory* to our 
national honor, was the espousal, by 
the President, of the unfounded preten¬ 
sions and the frauds of the New Pan¬ 
ama Canal Company in its controversy 
with the Congress and the people of 
Columbia. At the time of this espous¬ 
al, civil war was flagrant and had been 
merciless in Columbia since January, 
1902. 

Mairoquln, as dictator, was conduct¬ 
ing it under circumstances that proved 
his inability to force the people to sub¬ 
mit to further tolerance of the breach¬ 
es of contracts, insults and bribes of 
officials by the Panama Canal Com¬ 
pany. The President knew all these 
facts, or should have known them, and 
that his championship of the canal 
company was not warranted by justice, 
and that it was an open violation of 
the laws and Constitution of Columbia. 

.He dealt with Marroquln, the vice 
President of Columbia, acting as dic¬ 
tator, and, without any support of law 
or Justice, Mr. Roosevelt attributed or 
conceded powers to him that were plain 
usurpation, in granting an extension of 
the Canal Company's concession from 
1904 to 1910; and also in granting per¬ 
mission to that company to enter Into 
negotiations with the United States for 
its sale, which no power, except that 
of the Congress of Columbia could au¬ 
thorize. 

Mr. McKinley had refused to recog¬ 
nize such power as existing in the new 
Panama Canal Company. The grounds 
on which President Roosev#lt acted In 
taking up this controversy of the canal 
company with the constitutional au- i 
thorltles of Columbia, must be left tci 
conjecture. He attempted to confer 
upon Marroquln powers which the com- 
stitution prohibited, and through him. 
to confer upon the Canal Company the 
right to consent to or to forbid any 
treaty between Columbia and the 
United States for canal concessions at 
Panama. Yet, this was done, and it 
was this perversion of Justice and law 
that has caused all the troubles that 
have grown out of this subject. 

The first announcement of the re^o#- 
nized supremacy of the New Panama 
Canal Company over the entire subje ct 
of such a treaty wa/e male In the 
draft of a treaty which the President 
directed Mr. Hay to sign, and w* 5 ts 
agreed to .by Mr. Concha, Minister from 
Colombia, on the 19th of April, 1902. 
Article 1 of that treaty Is as follows: 

"The G-overnnvervt of Colombia author¬ 
izes the New Panama Canal Company to 
and transfer to the United States its 
rights, privileges, properties and conces¬ 
sions as well as the Panama railroad 
and all the share* of that company.** 

J3y this <Mpk*natic contrivance it was 
Intended to transfer the power to au¬ 
thorize a sale of these canal rights by 
Marroquln instead of the Congrere of 
Colombia, and to authorize him to do 
what he was forbidden to do by the 
Constitution and law«4>f Colombia. 

Marroquln re*a illy fell into this 
rcheme, because it enabled him to keep 
his fraudulent agreements with the 
Canal Company, through the support or 
the President of the United States. 

The rights of the Congress and people 
of Colombia were complexly ignored 
and east a*lde and the New Panama 
Canal Company became the real arbiter 
of the entire canal question, eo that 
Colombia could make no disposal of 
canal rights thereafter without its con. 
sent. 

This was done by Mr. Hay and Mr. 
Conoha, by direction of President 
Roosevelt, who Is responsible for this 
er.ci each men t on th^ legil and consti¬ 
tutional right* of the Congress and peo¬ 
ple of Colombia 

Cromwell was engaged ns assistant 
negotiator with MConcha, and an 
"expository" letter i>f his explaining 
the treaty accompanied the treaty as 
an official paper. 

It was in Fecuring the committal of 
the President to the article above 
copied that Cromwell gained the prize 
that was then »o-.lng Colombia the an- 
gu!sh and ru-in of civil war. 

When this agreement was made it 
followed that Roosevelt would be 
obliged to sustain Marroquln in the 
civil war which had then retcliel Pan¬ 
ama. and he did so with the navy of 
ihe United states. He etood by Marro- 
quin and the <\iT?al Omnpany in pu icing 
down the rebellion in Panama and aid¬ 
ed In providing for the election of a 
Congress' to ratify the Hay-Herran 
treaty, 

When that Congress assembled it was 
found that the people of Colombia so 
strongly resisted the interference of 
Mr. Roosevelt In support of the de¬ 
mands of the Canal Company, that il 
was impossible for Marroquln to stem 
the tide of popular indignation, and he 
was forced to adopt an attitude of neu¬ 
trality between Roosevelt ahd the Canal 
Company on the one side and the peo¬ 
ple of Colombia on th^ other. 

This neutrality of Marroquln’* en¬ 
raged Mr. Roosevelt and has Pd u» Into 
some very regie-table relations with 
Prance. 

The following extracts from the Pres¬ 
ident's message of January 4, 1904, on 
pages 25-6, show conclusively that the 
indignation of the President at the 
failure of the Hay-Herran treaty was 
directed most acutely to the wrongs 
alleged to be done to the Panama Canal 
Company: 

To such df4«ys the rejection by Colom¬ 
bia of the Hay-Herran treaty directly ex- 
Poeed us. As proof of this fact. 1 need 
only refer to the programme outlined 
»n the report of the majority of the Pan. 
ama Canul Committee. read in the Co¬ 
lombian Senate on the 14th of October 

In this report, which recommend- 
» 1, 1 discussion of the law to ati- 

l n °riz»i the Government to enter upon 
new negotiations should be Indefinitely 
postponed, it l* proposed that the cor.- 
•Weratlon of the subject should he de- 
October Si. 1904, when the 
iL Loloiplblan Congri-Ks should hav» 
ord 'nary session. By that time, 
goes on to *ay. the ex 
fcnsion of the tlmt* granted to tho new 
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Panama Canal Company by treaty of 
l$9t would have expired, and the new 
Congress would be In a position to take 
up the question whether the company had 
not, in spite of further extensions that 
had been granted by legislative acts, for¬ 
feited all Its property rights. "When the 
time arrive*, the report significantly de- 
coares. "the Republic, wttnout any Im¬ 
pediment. will be ftf>le to contract, and 
will be In more oleir, more definite, and 
more advantageous possession both le¬ 
gally and materially." The naked mean¬ 
ing of this report is that Colombia pro¬ 
posed to wait until, by the enforcement 
of a forfeiture repugnant to the Ideas 
of Justice which obtain In every civil¬ 
ized nation, the property and rights of 
the new Panama Canal Company could 
be confiscated. 

Such is the scheme to which it was 
proposed that the United State* should 
be invited to become a party. The con¬ 
struction of the canal was to be rele- 

{ rated to the Indefinite future, while Co- 
ombla was, by reason of her own de¬ 
lay, to be placed In the "more ad¬ 
vantageous" ^oeltlon of claiming not 
merely the compensation to be paid by 
the United States for the privilege of 
completing the canal, but also the forty 
millions authorized by the act of 1902 to 
be paid for the property of the new 
Panama Canal Comt-uny. That the at¬ 
tempt to carry out thill scheme would 
have brought Colombia Into conflict with 
the Government of Prance cannot be 
doufbted. nor could the United ttgutes 
have counted upon Immunity from the 
consequences of the attempt, even apart 
from the Indefinite delays to which the 
construction of the canal was to be sub¬ 
jected. On the first appearance of dan¬ 
ger to Colombia this Government would 
have been summoned to Interpose, in or¬ 
der to give effect to the guarantees of 
the treaty of 1M6; and all this in sup- 

J 'ort of a plan which, while character- 
zed In its first stage by the wanton dis¬ 
regard of our own high Interests, was 
fitly to end In further injury to the cit¬ 
izens of a friendly nation, whose enor¬ 
mous losses In their generous efforts to 
pierce tho Isthmus have become a mat¬ 
ter of history." * 

The polrvts ore stated in the extract 
that settle tfie partisanship of the 
President in favor of the Canal Com¬ 
pany against Columbia, and commit 
the United States to a surrender .of the 
Monroe Doctrine, and emphasize his re¬ 
gret for the "enormous losses” of 
French citizens in "their generous ef¬ 
forts to pierce the Isthmus" with a 
canal. 

France had- from the beginning, os¬ 
tensibly renounced all Interference in 
the ow nership and control of the Pana¬ 
ma Canal. The President states this 
fact and the reasons for it on page 4 of 
his message, as follows: 

"In 1889. When France proposed to come 
to the aid of the French Panama Can.d 
Company by guaranteeing their bonds, 
the .Senate of tho United State* in ex¬ 
ecutive session, with only some three 
vote* dissenting, passed a resolution as 
follows: 

"That the Governnwmt of the United 
State* will look with serious concern and 
disapproval upon any connection of any 
European Government with the construc¬ 
tion or control of any ship canal across 
the Isthmus of Darien or across Central 
America, and must regard any such con¬ 
nection or control as serious to the Just 
rights and interests of the United Stales 
and ns a. menace to th*dr welfare." 

This declaration, thus quoted ap¬ 
provingly by the President. war* upon 
his confessions, on page 26 of his mes¬ 
sage. as follows: "That the attempt to 
carry out this scheme would have 
brought Columbia into conflict with the 
Government of Frar.oe cannot be doubl¬ 
ed." Why should such conflict occur, 
unless Columbia was tpfllctlng a w rong 
upon the canal company, as a citizen 
of France? This company was never a 
citizen of France. It was a corporation 
of Columbia and, by the express pro¬ 
visions of Ha charter, all controversies 
between it and Columbia were to be 
submitted to and decided by the Su¬ 
preme Court of Columbia. 

In the face of this provision and of 
the pledges of France to the United 
States, and of the resolution of the 
Senate, above quoted, the President as¬ 
serts the right of France to Interfere 
in a question of the rjght of Columbia 
to declare a forfeiture of the concession, 
for causes that are entirely Just and 
lawful. 

After all thl*. what has become of 
the vital principle of the Mon»oe l>nc- 
<rlne, that European Governments *hall 
not control American Governments in 
their dealings w*lth their own citizens? 
It can only be said that it was sur¬ 
rendered by the President, under the 
apprehension that the United States 
might be drawn Into the conflict. This, 
and the subsequent direct Interference 
of France, in extorting pledges from 
Panama for the security of the alleged 
rights of that company, that were as¬ 
serted by Mr. Roosevelt in the Hay- 
Concha treaty, above quoted, for the 
first time, show* that he And the French 
Government were co-operatl/ig in si¬ 
lently setting aside the vital principles 
of the Monroe Doctrine. 

This attitude of the two Governments 
Is rendered Indisputable by Article 
XXI. of the Hay-Varilla treaty, which 
stipulates that the rights of the United 
States in the canal soft* shall not be¬ 
come absolute, as to Panama, until wo 
have purchased and paid for the con¬ 
version and property of the Panama 
Canal Company. 

All these strange proceedings are Jus-

J. P. Phillips, n farmer of Highland 
Park, w r as struck by the cannon-ball 
express over the Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville railroad at 3 o'clock yesterday 
morning, and. although the wagon he 
was driving was splintered into kind¬ 
ling wood and his horses were killed, he 
escaped with no more serious Injury 
than a dislocated shoulder, after being 
hurled fifty feet through the air. Phil¬ 
lips Is a truck gardener, and started to 
Louisville from his home early yester¬ 
day morning In order to reach the city 
by the time the markets opened. As is 
the custom of such dealers, he fell 
asleep on his way to the city and the 
noise of the express train which ap¬ 
proached as he neared the tracks at 
Third avenue and P street did not 
awaken him. 

The first sensation Phillips had, ac¬ 
cording to his story told at the Sts. 
Mary and Elizabeth Hospital, where he 
was taken after the injury, was to 
awaken In a ditch, feeling a dull pain 
In his shoulder. After stumbling out of 
the ditch Phillips rubbed his eyes to see 
if he was only having a bad dream, but 


| a stream of blood which was dripping 
from a wound in his forehead and the 
| fact that his horses w*ere lying by the 
side of the tracks totally lifeless soon 
gave evidence that he was being con- 
! fronted with the grim reality of hard 
I luck. 

Phillips was found half an hour after 
1 the accident by several railroad em¬ 
ployes who were on their way to the 
| cards'in South Louisville, who took him 
to the hospital on a handcar. Dr. 
George W. Griffiths wa$ summoned and 
attended the man. His condition, is not 
1 vonsldered serious, although his inju- 
| rles are painful. \ 

The crew of the train which struck 
1 Phillips did not know* that the accident’ 
hod happened until informed of It tw*o 
| hours later so great was the speed of 
the train and so black was the inky 
darkness which enveloped the locality 
at that hour of the morning. Phillips Is 
sixty-six: yea re of age and fives with his 
wife and large family. He is a brother 
of Riley Phillips, formerly chief of the 
detective force of the Louisville and 
1 Nashville.

France in assenting that the Panama 
Canal Company has dealt honestly with 
Colombia: ihut there is no cause of for¬ 
feiture against that company, and that 
It is th£ duty of the United States to 
maintain that company In all of Its 
, claims and pretensions. 

For some reason that other people 
cannot divine the President has as¬ 
sumed, the burden of the wrongs mid 
delinquencies of the New Panama 
Canal Company, and has taken it under 
protection.

that company has upon the respect of

Mrs. Nall’s story* is that her sister 
came to Louisville from the country 
peveral days ago to have her teeth 
treated, and that she went to Dr. 
Meder. who contracted to do the work. 
She says her sieter paid the dentist 55 
before any of the work wsl* done, and 
that Dr. Meder, 8fter securing the 
money Insisted on delaying the work. 
Mrs. Nall say* she accompanied Miss 
McClure to the office and demanded 
that the work be delayed no longer Dr, 
Meder. *h© says, told them to return 
to his office Sunday morning, when he 
aseured them he would begin the work 
on Miss McClure's teeth. 

"We went back Sunday.*' said Mrs 
Nall, "and Jennie told him ah© waited 
a crown placed on one of her teeth first 
Dr. Meder proceeded to *put the crown 
on. When he had finished he said that 
was all he could do that day and told 
us to return Monday. When we start¬ 
ed away from the office, however, he 
called my sleter’s attention to a sign In 
fhe office which was to the effect that 
pay for work wa« due after each sit¬ 
ting and demanded $3 for the crown. 

, My sister had already paid him 85 nnd 
I told her not to pay him another cent 
until he had finished the work. When 
I did this he became enraged and be¬ 
gan to abuse me. When I told him he 
had been paid sufficient for the work 
he had finished he called me a liar and 
threatened to mash my mouth If I In¬ 
terfered with his buslne?* again. We 
started out of the office and he con¬ 
tinued to abuse up, using awful lan¬ 
guage all the time, even as we walked 
down the stairway. My sister, who is 
unaccustomed to such scenes and such 
language, fainted on the stairway. She 
recovered shortly and we ivent home 
A policeman who had been attracted 
by the trouble met us at the foot) of 
the stairs and I told him th© story, and 
he said I should get a warrant for the 
arrest of Dr. Meder. which I did. nnd 
we will tell the story In Police Court." 

Dr. Meder tells a far different story, 
In which he denies using rough lan¬ 
guage or that h® called Mrs. Nall a liar 
"I did not even know the woman was a 
sister of the young woman for whom I 
did some work." said Dr. Meder, "and 
I dki feel that sh© had no right to In¬ 
terfere with my business rules. The 
Whole trouble arose over my asking 
Miss McClure for money she owed me.

With such an array of men of high 
standing, the plan wa* received in many 
homes with favor, and sons of many 
prominent men were enrolled for the 
voyage. Mr. Sale and Mr. Bush ac¬ 
companied their sons to Providence and 
personally Inspected the ship, which 
they found to be exactly as represented. 
They were entirely satisfied, and great¬ 
ly pleased. The news of the collapse 
of the company came as a great sur¬ 
prise to them. 

They have placed their interests In 
tb* care of Providence attorney* and 
will attempt, with other i>a tron ®- io * e : 
ture the money- which was advanced 
for the proposed n*lp. it Is believed that 
there Is nothing criminal In the down¬ 
fall of the company, hut rather they are 
Inclined to believe that It resulted from 
incompetence among the executive offi¬ 
cers. and that the directors were un¬ 
aware of it until It was too late. The 
officers in charge expected to have an 
enrollment of 260, and stated to Mr. 
Sale when he talked with them that 
they had about 212. As a matter of 
fact the total enrollment was 163. Mr. 
Sale and Mr. Bush feel that they were 
not fairly treated and that the 
misrepresented to them. It Is probable 
that other patrons in other cities are 
of the same opinion, and that, if pos¬ 
sible. legal action will be instituted.

Directors May Be Held Liable. 

Mr. Bush, who is connected with the 
Louisville. Henderson and St. Louis 
railroad, was influenced in favor of the 
school by the fact that President Fel¬ 
ton. of the Chicago and Alton railroad, 
was a member of the Board of Di¬ 
rectors. He has since written to Mr 
Felton asking an explanation, and has 
received ft reply which says that as 
soon as Mr. Felton is in possession of 
full Information he will w-rite again, it 
Is the opinion of the Providence at¬ 
torneys. the company being incorporat¬ 
ed under the laws of Rhode Island, that 
the directors can he held responsible 
for the financial loss sustained. 

Thf* scheme was launched two or 
three years ago, and finally received 
a certain amount of hacking. At that 
time It was Intended to build a ship for 
the purpose, and at ft Perth Amboy, 

N. J.. shipyard the steamship young 
America was begun. As the need for 
funds pressed bonds were Issued, and 
the holders advanced money for the 
completion of the ship, they holding a 
lien. The collapse of the shipbuilding 
“trust” sealed the fate of the Young 
America, and the Pennsylvania was se¬ 
cured and refitted. 

The official* of the stranded company 
now sav that If they had been able to 
gn the full 250 cadets everything would 
have been well.

No earnings were reported, the Com¬ 
pany being operated upon a division of 
the expenses by the proprietary lines, 
and the executive offices rotate from 
one road to. the other Mr. Bponcer 
w-as president during the year which 
has Jutft come to a close, Mr. McDoel 
will serve during the year Just opening, 
and Mr. Greene the following year. 
The board of directors instructed Mr.

HUNTERS’ PARADISE 

IN EAST TENNESSEE. 


J. H. Milliken Goes Over New Rail¬ 
road Line and Gives Glowing 
Account of Game Supply. 


J. H. Milliken, district puseenger 
agent of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, haw Juat returned from a trip 
through the country adjacent to the 
new line which the n>nd has opened for 
freight traffic from Lofolknte *<> Black 
Oak tunnel. From Mr. Mllliken’s ac¬ 
counts the country traversed by the 
new* line Is a hunters’ paradise, unex¬ 
celled by the wilds of Maine, Canada 
and Wyoming. The length of the new 
line Is thirty-five miles, but that Is only 
the part already open for operation. 
Mr. Milliken says that the country is 
the wildest he has ever seen. Prac¬ 
tically no human habitations can be 
found throughout the length of the lino, 
although the country Is rich in mineral 
deposits and the wood* are full of 
game. Mr. Milliken. though not bent 
on thftt mission, saw' a herd of sixteen 
deer last Tuesday, and wild turkeys 
confront the traveler at almost every 
break in the forest, while the coveys of 
quail are so numerous tlini. some of th<* 
zetrt of hunting Is destroyed by the 
abundance of the game.

Hill also moved to continue the cases 
against T. P. Jones & Co., who are al¬ 
leged to have conducted a wildcat 
whisky house on Third avenue in 
Louisville. The District Attorney will 
probably move before the session of 
court is over to file away the Indict¬ 
ments against Henry B. Him-*, of 
Bowling Green, and others who were 
charged with election violations. The 
cases have been repeatedly continued on 
motion of the Government.

Cordele, Go., Oct. 10.—King’s sawmill 
at Unadllla, the largest In this section, 
was burned early to-day with several 
railroad cars and considerable lumber 
The loss Is more than $50.000, with little 
Insurance.

ARRESTS HENRY JOHNSON. 

Negro Believed To Have Worked 
Post-office Swindle. 

Months of unremitting effort on the 
part offA. C. Susong and other post- 
office Inspectors, was rewarded when 
Mr. Susong succeeded In capturing 
Henry Johnson, a negro, who is be¬ 
lieved to be the perpetrator of the neat¬ 
est post-office swindle which has come 
to their attention for some time. For 
a year the swindle has been worked 
on an extensive scale, and though the 
inspectors were frequently close on the 
trail of the thief, they could never quite 
cateffi him. They knew that the work 
was being done by a negro, who was 
an expert at forgery, and | n Johnson, 
who is known under the alias of George 
Williams, Mr. Susong believes he has 
the right man. 

The swindle was worked by purchas¬ 
ing money order for a small amount 
and then raising it. The negro would 
buy an order for thirty cents on a 
post-office In a nearby town or city, 
raise it to $30 and then cash it him¬ 
self. So neatly was the work of chang¬ 
ing the figures and writing done and 
so cleverly was the handwriting of the 
different clerks who Issued the orders 
imitated that the fraud was never dis¬ 
covered until the accounts between the 
two post-offices were compared. The 
negro never cashed any of the forged 
orders In L<kl!sville. hut several that 
were cashed in other cities were pur¬ 
chased in Louisville.

SPRING WHEAT YIELD IS 12.7. 


Oats and Barley Show An Increased 
Yield Per Acre Over Last 
Year. 


Washington. Oct. 10.—The monthly re¬ 
port of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics of the Department of Agri¬ 
culture will show the condition of corn 
on October 1 to nave been 83.9. as com¬ 
pared with 84.6 one month ago, 80.8 
on October 1, 11*03. 79.6 at the corre¬ 
sponding date In 1902 and a ten year 
average of 78.8. 

The preliminary estimate of the aver¬ 
age yield per acre of spring wheat Is 

12.7 bushels, subject to revision when 
the final estimate is made in Decem¬ 
ber. The average quality of spring 
wheat la 75.7. as compared with 85.5 in 
1903. and 87.7 In 1902. 

The preliminary returns Indicate an 
oat crop of about 888.500,000 bushels or 
an average of 32.1 bushels per acre, 
as compared with 2S.4 bushels as esti¬ 
mated in 1903, 34.5 bushels In 1902. and 
a ten year average of 28.2. The average 
for qualliy is 91.4, against 79.2 in 19u3 
and 86.7 in 1902. 

The preliminary estimate of yield per 
acre of barley is 27.2 bushels against 

26.4 one year ago. 29 .n in 1902. and a 
ten year average of 24.3. The aver¬ 
age for quality is 88.7 gainst 85.4 last 
year, and 87.3 in 1902. 

The preliminary estimate of yield per 
acre of rye is 15.2 bushels against 15.4 
last year. 17.0 in 1902, and a ten year 
average of 15.0. The average for qual¬ 
ity is 91.6. against 88.4 lost year and 

91.8 in 1902.

The following Interview given nut by Gen 
C. M. Hpltxer. and published In a Toledo pa¬ 
per. will b« of Interest to thrwe who are inter. 
A»sted In tractions, and especially to the !«e»uls- 
vUle stockholders In Toledo. In discussing his 
recent address In Toledo Gen. Spltxer said: 

"1 did not say that the bond buyers had 
their oye* on Toledo. I did *•>• that Investors 
who buy street railway bond#, and banks that 
loan merry on street ml!way securities, have 
their vyrn on Toledo, ami It l* a fact. 1 talked 
about the franchise because I considered It 
my duty as a cittsen. I had no Intention of 
speaking for the Republican organisation, and 
l believe that everyon# present understood per¬ 
fectly well that 1 was giving iny individual 
view* as a taxpayer. 1 have certainly as 
much at stake in this city as any other min 
and nv»re than most tr.«n. If I owned tho en¬ 
tire city 1 should feel that I could settle th# 
franchise question as I saw fit, and. being a 
heavy taxpayc|. I naturally feel that I should 
have a vole# in th# matter. Now a word ns 
lo the franchise Itself. 1 have satisfied my¬ 
self that the company cannot prosper on a 
seven-for-a-quarter basis. It has a heavy 
bonded Indebtedness, and. what vitally con¬ 
cerns us. the property Is In bad condition. To 
replnce the old cats, to lay new rails and to 
otherwise Improve the *erv»ee will require a 
very large amount, say two or three millions 
of dollars. This money must be borrowed. But 
If we withhold a franchise the company can¬ 
not borrow. If w# drive a ^ttsrp bargain, one 
wbtctf will harely enable th# company to make 
both ends meet. It means that the servlet*, in¬ 
stead of being of the best, will b# only Just 
good enough to permit of operation. That is 
what we don’t want. A city Is judged largely 
by it# street-car service. Strangers call th# 
town progressive or alow’, according to the 
manner In which they are transported from 
station to station or from station to hotels and 
store*. Give the company what It asks for In 
the way of fore, but demand universal trans¬ 
fers. and put tn your contract a provision that 
will Insure perfect service, Appo.nt a commis¬ 
sion of five or six representative business men 
and let them be empowered to say what Im¬ 
provements shall be made. Let this commis¬ 
sion say when a car has outlived Its usefulness 
and when a roll must be replaced, and If the 
company neglects to mak# the Improvements 
aji ordered, within a certain specified time, the 
franchise Is forfeited. Maks the contract 
binding and strong, and then enforce the pro¬ 
visions. It Is cowardly not to meat the ques¬ 
tion squarely and settle It honestly."

INJUNCTION 


To Prevent Revocation of 
Licenses Sought 


BY INSURANCE COMPANIES. 


COMMISSIONER PREWITT DE¬ 
FENDANT IN TWO SUITS. 


INVOLVES LAW’S VALIDITY. 


Injunction suits were filed yesterday 
against Henry R. Prewitt, State In¬ 
surance Com m teal oner, involving his 
right to revoke the licenses of two life 
Insurance companies doing business in 
Kentucky for violation of a disputed 
statute. The same question, arising out 
of two different sets of facts, is raised 
by the suits. 

The Travelers' Insurance Company of 
Hartford, Conn., has brought suit to 
prevent the defendant commissioner 
from revoking its license to do business 
in this State, as he has threatened to 
do. He contemplate* taking this action 
under a Kentucky statute which re¬ 
quires that all suits against insurance 
companies that are foreign corporations 
shall be litigated in the State courts. 
Ordinarily, any action between two cit¬ 
izens or corporations of different States 
can, where It involves more than $2,000, 
be tak'm to the Federal Court. The 
Kentucky statute in question confei 
upon the Commissioner 
the right to 1 -k- me Ucena^ of &f)yl 

Insurance company which undertakes to 
take advantage of this Federal pro¬ 
vision and remove Its suits from the 
Bta.te to the United States courts. 

The Travelers’ Insuranc Company 
bad issued accident policies amounting 
to $25,000 upon the life of Hemy Frank- 
el. Vhq died hist winter, but refused to 
pay them dn the claim that death was 
not due to accidental causes, but dia¬ 
betes. Abram Frankcl, tjie father, who 
sued to enforce*the policies, alleged thut 
bis son died from an Injury which 
brought on blood pol&oning. When ap¬ 
plication was made by the defendant 
company to transfer the suits to the 
Federal Court the Insurance Commis¬ 
sioner declared that he would revoke 
the company's license. The attorneys 
for the Insurance company claim that 
the statute which* gives him this right 
violates the Constitution of the Uniled 
States. Judge Kirby yesterday Issued a 
temporary restraining order against Mr. 
Prewitt preventing revocation. Argu¬ 
ment on the question of temporary in¬ 
junction will be heard to-day. 


HAS MADE A CLOSE STUDY. 


The Board of Trade maas-meetLng. 
which will be held to-morrow at noon 
in Exchange Hall, will probably call 
out the largest crowd of business men 
that has assembled there since the 
Third-avenue traction ordinance was 
under consideration. The report of the 
special committee, appointed to Investi¬ 
gate the need of Louisville for sewer¬ 
age and street improvement estimated 
to cost $3,500,000, will be received, and 
action will be taken by the open board. 
The committee submitted n report to 
the board of directors at the meeftlng 
held last Wednesday, anddt was adopt¬ 
ed by a majority vote. ft was ques¬ 
tioned whether the directors had the 
authority to commit the organization 
on the subject, and for tha£ reason it 
was decided to submit the question to 
ail open meeting. A larger meeting, 
to be conducted Jointly by the Board 
of Trade and the Commercial Club, 
will probably be held later. 

James W. Kennedy is chairman of 
the special committee, and the other 
members are Alva-h L. Terry and John 
H . Brand, with President Theodore 
Ahrens acting as an ex-offlcio member. 
The committee has met with the Mayor, 
and has taken other measures to in¬ 
form Itself upon the subject of Louis¬ 
ville's need for sewers. Mayor Grain¬ 
ger conducted the members through 
the office of the City Engineer, and 
showed them the charts which have 
been drafted to show the routes of th* 
proposed sewers. The charts ure. of 
course, subject to the changes sug 
gested by a more detailed examination 
of the routes. ,
